Filing Erickson, a son of Mrs. 
Kittelson by a farmer marriage, 
wa* iii the field planting corn when 
Ii is two younger half brothers, aged 
eight anti ten, came anti told him 
that Kittleson had struck his wife 
with a hatchet. 
When he arrived 
at the house he found his mother 
sitting 
against the wall iii the 
kitchen, dead, with a comb clutch- i 
cd in her hand with which she had 1 
evidently been 
coming her hair 
when 
her husband struck her.) 
Kittleson was on his hands and j 
knees immediately iii front of lier, 
and 
bleeding 
profusely from a 
wound iii his throat. 
W hen he 
s«w Filing coming iii he held up 
the hatchet ami 
pointed to his 
head as though he wished him to 
take and put him out of his misery. 
The young man sent his younger 
brothers out to arouse the neigh­ 
bors. 
Kittleson held out his hand 
ta Filing as though to say good by, 
but Filing did not take it as it was 
covered w ith his mother a blood. 
After remaining a few minutes in 
flit same position 
as when first 
found Kittlesou fell on his fact 
dead. 
It was at first bupjiofced that 
the hatchet wa* the only weapon 
used, but a razor was discovered in 
a dark corner between the wood 
box and the sink, w ith bloody fin­ 
ger marks on the floor, indicating 
that Kittleson had reached for it 
while on hi* hands and knees.
